WAS TO BE HANGED TODAY 


He Died a Few Minutes After 


the Time Set for His 


Execution. 


Lexington, Ky., May 15.—William 


McCarthy, wife murderer, who was 
to be hanged at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, took morphine some time dur- 
ing the night and died at 8:15 this 
morning. 
The death watch, Alex- 


ander McKeever, sat within three 
feet of McCarthy all night, but says 
he is absolutely at a loss to know 
how or when he took the drug. At 
I o'clock McCarthy became restless 
ind turned over on his cot. Jailer 
Eobert Wallace was in the cell at the 
time. 
He accused McCarthy of do- 


ing something he ought not to do. 
McCarthy called for whisky, 
but 


Wallace brought him coffee instead. 
He drank the coffee and went into 
violent. convulsions. 


County Judge F. A. Bullick

County Attorney W. P. Kimball an- 
nounce that under the law the per- 
sons who furnished McCarthy poison 
are guilty of murder and they will 
make an investigation. 
The police 


and detective authorities have been 
put to work on the case. It is cer- 
tain that McCarthy did not have 
poison concealed when he was put 
into jail. The governor has been no- 
tified and approves the course taken 
by the county officials. 


After the body of the suicide had 


been taken to the cemetery, County 
Judge Bullock ordered it brought 
back to the 'city and an. autopsy per- 
formed on it.
